CREATING THE OFFICE OF 
I'OUND MASTER IN AND FOR 
SAID CITY, AND I'RESCRIH- 
INU THE DUTIES OF MAID 
I'OUND MASTER, CREATING 
A PUBLIC I'OUND FOR SAID 
CITY AND REOUL.ATING THE 
MANAGEMENT THEREOF, 
REGULATING THE KEEPING, 
RUNNING 'AT LARGE AND 
IMPOUNDING OF DOGS AND 
OTHER ANIMALS WITHIN 
SAID CITY, PROVIDING FOR 
THE LICENSING OF DOGS 
THEREIN AND PROVIDING A 
PENALTY IN CASE OF VIO­ 
LATION THEREOF, AND RE- 
PKALING ORDINANCES NO. 
12, NO. 2«t» NO. SO, AND SEC­ 
TIONS 8, 9, 10, 11 OF ORDI­ 
NANCE NO. 131. AND ALL 
OTHER ORDINANCES OR 
PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN

The City Council of the City of 

Torrance, California, do ordain as 
follows: 

That a public 
pound for the City of Torrance, 
California, for the impounding of

Said public pound shall be 
maintained at such place or places 
ns the City Council of said City 
may, from time to time, hereafter 
by resolution of the Council, de­ 
termine.

It shall be the 
duty of the Pound Master to make 
investigations concerning, take up, 
receive into said pound, maintain 
therein and release, discharge or 
'dispose of therefrom all animals 
found running at large upon any 
public highway, street, avenue, 
way, lane, alley, park, square, side­ 
walk or any other public place 
within said city, or which may be 
delivered to said Pound Master by 
any person under the provisions of 
this ordinance, or which may be 
on private premises within said 
city, but which are nevertheless 
subject to Impoundment or i Is- 
posal under the provisions of this 
ordinance. I'rovlded, however, that 
the provisions of this Section ahal 
not IBply to dogs, which arc prop 
erly licensed and wearing current 
h?cnse tag, under the ordinance o 

this city relating thereto and un­ 
der control of the owner by leash 
or otherwise: nor shall the pro­ 
visions of this section apply ti 
unlmuls lawfully upon any such 
public highway, street, roadway 
road, avenue, lane, way, alley 
park, square, sidewalk or ot ic 
public place, which are temporar­ 
ily hitched to hitching welg its 
devices or posts, at the curb o 
aide of any such public highway 
avenue, way, lane, park, square 
sidewalk, road, roadway, street 
alley or pjiice.
